THEFALCOFSFLIflHT 


It was a cold, desolate winter, and I 


was making an official tour in the so- 
ciety of the district intendent We were 
driving to tho remotest corner at Sibe 
ria, about 000 versts in a straight line 
on the ioe of the river, over a thick 
layer of enow, the rooky formation of 
the shores on both sides glowering down 
upon us dark and savage in their arotio 
splendor. There was nothing worth 
looking at beyond this. The monotony 
of the trip served to' bring the virtues 
of my companion into strong relief. 
Bo was an old man, tall, with a large, 
strong f nee, from which a nose of solid 
formation protruded; hair ont short and 
a gray, close cropped beard, but despite 
his rough exterior one of the best na 
tnred of men.

Like most of 
the officials there he was a zealous pa- 
triot, and whenever he discoursed upon 
Siberia and its charms he was apt to 
lapse into poetry. To offset this he-be- 
littled Russia. Although he had never 
toon on the other side, of Urals, he in- 
sisted that the people there were noth- 
ing but a mixture of Tartars and immi- 
grants, devoted to the industry of steal- 
ing handkerchiefs and purses.

And he began thus: 
"It was in tho days of my youth, aft- 


er I had taken service in my country be- 
hind the Baikal. I was, presiding not 
far from the Kara region. I knew near- 
ly every convict by sight, and the affair 
happened almost under my very nose. 


"There wns a life convict. I forget 


now what ho had done, but of course it 
was no small affair. 
He had red hair, 


with a sprinkling of gray in his board; 
big and bony, with large, disagreeable 
eyes. He walked with a slight stoop, 
Booming to bo thinking to himself; was 
very serious in his demeanor and lived 
apart from the rest. He was never 
mixed up in anything, either with the 
officials or the convicts. Six years be 
had lived on the Kara and shoo Id really 
BOOU have gouo over to the trusted. 
Many wondered why he had not escaped 
in the many years. 


"Well, he had a voice! I have heard 


not a low excellent voices and myself 
sang not badly in ruy younger days, but 
this was something superior. People 
there love songs, and good singers soon 
come together, but when Wasi Semio- 
nitsch began to sing everything became 
BO still that ycu could hear a fly. Crowd- 
ed in the door stood overseers, soldiers 
and convicts, listening to bis favorite 
song, 'My Little Falcon Flies. ' 


' 'He sang rarely. They would gather 


around him in vain, for people there 
are fond of the convict and vagabond 
airs. But one evening he sang of his 
own incentive, and all came running 
and surrounded him iu silence, as if he 
had oast a spell upon them. He sang a 
prison song, long and sad. I cannot 
exactly -describe his voice to you — half 
like a powerful baritone, half tenor of 
unusual range and purity. I felt riveted 
to the spot, listening with breathless in- 
terest It seemed so tender and simple, 
and yet it seemed to penetrate the heart 
like a knife. Then suddenly his voice 
burst forth like the toll of thunder-and 
made one tremble. Yon wonld"bow'as 
though some subtle power Were -bending 
you to earth, and then all would sound 
soft and plaintive, and you breathed 
again. Even' the commandant stood 
there with lowered head, apparently In 
a pensive mood. 


"One day they brought in. a new con- 


vict. He was an ugly fellow, not worth 
a puff of powder, weak, sickly, like a 
half grown child. He had beaten his 
wife to death, or his mistress, or some- 
thing of the sort. .He used to langh 
much and showed the prisoners various 
tricks, like a dlown. The oouvicta liked 
him because he was good natnred, tract- 
able and awkward, but specially be- 
cause ho knew a great many songs. His 
voice was not remarkable— weak and 
tremulous, but ineffably sad and tender. 


"Well, Wasil Semionltsoh formed 


an attachment to this man and he be- 
came his accompanist in singing, and 
they soon harmonized. The first would 
thunder away and the other would join 
in very tenderly, as Jf yon heard some 
one weeping softly. If one ceased, the 
other would catch the lost note, and 
then you would bear a powerful duet. 


"And so it went on until spring came, 


and the Tajga awoke and became lively..

DISHONEST 
OPINIONS. 


A proniineut Uuitsd Stales Senator 


was asked at the close of the last ses- 
sion of Congress, why it was that there 
was such a wide difference of opinion 
among members of Congress, who are 
all supposed to be intelligent men, on 
the monetary question? His reply as 
published was, that intelligent men saw 
the financial question alike, but their 
iatunists were different. The creditor 
class in the East desired to keep 
money scarce and high to make its 
purchasing power as groat as possible-, 
while tho debtor class of the West and 
South want monoy cheup and plenty, 
and have tlio resources of tho country 
developed. The Eastern Congressman, 
therefore voted iu tho interest of those 
who elautfd him, regardless of conse- 
quences; to tho vost of the country. 


What is uaid of Congressmen applies 


to uo-.VBi.npur men. There is not au iu- 
tblligeul newspaper man in Nevada 
that does not know that the wholo 
country, as well as the, State would bo 
greatly buneQttod by the remouotiz- 
ation nt silvrr, but sblf-iutereat, real or 
fancied, restrains thorn from making 
tho tnunly, open declaration that they 
will not advocate the cause of any 
party that ia opposed to free coinage). 
Whether they hie paid direct for up- 
holding party organizations that are 
opposed tti silver or are promised po- 
sitions in the event of tho success of 
the party, is for the public to judye. 
No less a personage than the editor of 
the New York TiibuM, who was the 
nominee of the Republican parly Tor 
Vice President ia 1892, at -a banquet 
given to the New York press associ- 
ation made the following uckucuvlfd£. 
ment: 


"Thero in nut ona of you that express 


an honest opinion. I urn paid ifloO, 
per week for koepiii;; huuost opinions 
ont of tho paper i utu c.ODiiected with; 
others of you aro paid similar salaries 
for doing similar ttiiugs. If I should 
allow honest opinions to be printed iu 
one issua of my paper, like Othello, my 
occupation would bo gone. Tije busi- 
ness of a New York journalist is to 
distort ths truth, to lie outright, to 
pervert, to vilify, to fawn at tho feet of 
Mammon, and to sell his country and 
his race for his daily bread. We are 
the tools und vassals of rich men bo- 
hind tha scenes. Wo are intellectual 
prostitutes." 


That admission from Whitelaw .Reid, 


who controls tho paper founded by 
Horace Greoly, shows how much reli- 
ance can bo placed in the expressions 
of the newspapers of New York city, 
which advooato tho single gold stand- 
ard. They are paid for keeping honest 
opinions out of their papers, and by 
frantically appealing to the people to 
remain with the old parties, induce 
well-meaning, but weak-minded persons 
to increase their burdens by voting for 
candidates selected by their oppressors.

Secretary Carlisle iu the interest of 


the gold syndicate went to Kentucky 
last Monday and delivered a speech 
against silver. He denied having ever 
been a froo coinage man, though when 
a member of the House of Kepreseuta- 
lives he spoke for free silvor.

the good ship with too much luggage 
for tho time of battle. Well, this is to 
be expected. The doctrinaires help to 
muster the recruits, but do not direct 
the fight when the battle is joined. 


There ara new allignments to be 


made, old leaders will be lost in the 
fight, but others will take their places, 
order will come out of seeming chaos, 
and from out the confusion, let us hope 
will come forth a mighty host whom 
no man can number—that august en- 
tirety, the American people, whom in- 
dividually are as nothing, fit subjects 
for the sneers and jeers of fools, but 
before whom when assembled in judg- 
ment senators and statesmen must 
bow and Presidents stand uncovered, 
for these, the people, are sovereign. 


When the American people under- 


take to right this gruat wrong it will 
be done. Until they do, the outrage 
must continue; unless they do, the 
doom of the republic of our fathers is 
sealed, for nothing lass than the united 
action of the whole people, registered 
by majorities so great that none will 
dare to juggle with or dispute them, 
will suffice.—National Watchman.
